‘ IN1992, RAY KRONE of York, Pa., was sentenced to death for the first-degree mur- 
der and kidnapping of a waitress ata Phoenix, Ariz., bar where he was a regular. In 
2002, after 10 years in prison, he was exonerated through DNA testing. At the time, 
Krone was the 100th personto be exonerated fiomdeath row since 1973. 

City Paper-. Can you describe life on death rew? 

Ray Krone: Well, you can start by talking about the higher level of isolation; most 
people don’t like being kept away fiom other people. You’re fed throu^ a slot. You're 
living like an animal in a cage. You’re really lucl^ ifyou have a window 1 spent three 
years without sunlight on my skin. The other side is that you Ve going to be executed 
in the name of justice. Knowing that thafs yoin' fate day in and day out, there are not 
words possible to explain that torture. 

CP: The same government-funded prisonerre-entryprograins available to parol- 
ees are not always offered to exonerated prisoners. What services did you wish 
were available to you? 

RK: Because there are such poor medicalheulthpragramsm prisons, there needs to 
be immediate medical evaluation after release, both physical and mental. Think about 
the mental trauma you go th rough when you're submitted to that ^q>e oftorture — all 
those thingsneed to be addressed early. I was lucl^t had fiimily to come back to. 1 had 
a leg up, so to speak, to get established again. Many don't.

WHO THE FUCKU Jimmy 
Amadie'^ 

Doubtless more than a few people 
will be asking that question when 
they SCO Amadic’s namu on the 
schedule for this Friday night’s 
Art After 5 performance at the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art. Ho is, 
after all, a 74-year-old pianist with 
only a handful ofCDs to his name. 
He didn't make his recording debut 
until 199€,attheageaf60.His 
resume, which does include notable 
names like Mel Tonne andWoody 
Kerman, stops abruptly at 1967. 
Which was also the last time he 
played in ftont of an audience. Until 
this weekend. 

But on this occasion, it’s Jimmy 
Amadie himself who poses the 
question. I’ve asked him, given the 
severe tendonitis in both hands 
that sidelined his career more than 
four decades ago and the health 
problems that have plagued him in 
recent years, why he feels the neod 
to return to the stage at all. 

“Let’s be honest," he answers, sit- 
ting in a reclmer in his Bala Cynwyd 
home, right next to the grand piano 
he can rarely touch. “Who the fuck 
is Jimmy Amadie? Where's he been? 
He's a musician like everybody 
else — why doesn't he play? Is he 
lazy? b he a bum? Well, ifit takes 
your hands to play and you have no 
hands, you can't play." 

t can posit one answer to his rhe- 
torical question. Jimmy Amadie 
is a fighter. Once upon a time, as a 
young man growing up in the city’s 
Tioga section, literally so; He was a

teQ it This gregarious, gentle-seem- 
ing septuagenarian still has the 
temper and spirit of a North Philly 
scrapper. He'll embrace you like his 
oldest and dearest (Kraid when you 
walk in the door, and just as soon 
throw a chokehold aroundyour 
neck to demonstrate that while his 
hands may be sore, he's anything 
but weak. 

Tve had afew opportunities to 
write aboutAmadie since then, 
inckidingpenniiigthe linernotes to 
his 20 10 CDATindret/Spirits.which 
featured jazz greats Lee Kiaiitz, Joe 
Lovano and Lew'Dibadun guest- 
ing with Am adie's usual recording 
trio ofdrummer Bill Goodwin and 
either Steve Gilmore andTmy 
Merino on bass. But after our ftmt 
meeting. I knew 1 wanted to oipture 
this unique characto' on screen and 
began working sporadically cm a 


boxer, as well as a baseball and foot- 
baD player. To this day, he repeat- 
edly wishes that his lung cancer, 
diagnosed four years ago, would 
take human form and fight him like 
a man. Til kill the motherfucker" 
is a virtual mantra farAmadie,one 
that it would be foolish to doubt. 



I firet met Jimmy Amadie in Nov- 
ember 2007 when I interviewed 
him for £bmnBeof magazine. I had 
heard about his remaritable stoiy, 
but things changed when I had the 
opportunity to hear Amadie himself 



documentary, allowing me the opportunity to watch those recording sessions as a fly 
onthewaH. 

The main lesson I learned from those experiences is to neverdoubt Amadie's indomi- 
table will, ['ve seen him in pain and in poorhealthinotthethe’d ever admit to that), 
butwholly able to ignore his own suffering and make wonderful music. I have no doubt 
the same will be true of Friday’s performance. Tm gonna see the devil that ni^t," 
Amadie sayB.*Butl assure you thatTm not giving up onything-Tm going to try to 
moke 05 much music as pomible." 

A Amadie tells his story this way: Fifty years ago. God intro- 
duced him to Benny Golson.PhilWoods, Lee Konitz, Randy 
Brecker — all of the greats he’s since recorded with. “I got a 
big smile on ray face,” he continues. “And God says, "What are 
you smiling at, Amadie?’ I said, ‘Well, Fm going to be able to 
play with all these great players.’ And He says, ‘No. All peo- 
ple aren't created ecpial.Imacie them special. I didn't make 
yem one of those.’ I said, ‘What do you mean. God?’ He said, 
‘They can communicate and play with each other through their whole lives. But 
you cantcontacttbemforSOyeare.’Isaidp'Why 60 years?’ And God said, 'Because 
it's going to take you that long to catch up.'" 

One night in 1967,Amadiesat at the piano bench for (he Billy Duke Big Band at 
Heniy ’s in Cherry Hill, NJ, “There were some great players in that band,' he recalls, 
“We had guys in our band ftom the Woody Herman band. Count Basie's band, guys 
who played with Benny Goodman. It was fabulous. And thatwos the lost time! 
played. I played aB flat minor 7 chord and bothindexflngenicollapsedat the same 
time. That was it." 

Amadie attributes his omditian to hisexcessive practice routine, which often saw 
himglued to thepianolbr upward of 10 hours at a time. When injuries put an end to 
his youthful athletic sideavcms (caused, again, by his penchant for overdoing thin^), 
he took to (he pano with the same rigor and zeal. 

“Fm just an average talent,"he shrugs. “No ejuesdon about it.Ncme. But I did some- 
thing about it Ipracticed.I blew my chops because nobody can practice 10, 12, 15 
hours. But if I would have deme less, I neverwould have learned. Ifthat was the price 
of learning, it was worth it. Fd rather fight the champ and lose." 

At first it seemed the daimting schedule was paying oft Amadie found himself 
playing alongside bebop trumpet legend Red Rodney and saxophoaist/bandleBder 
Charbe Ventura, accompanying Mel Tarm6 and joining the ranks of Woo^ 

Herman’s famous Hetd. But that night ut Henry’s was the musical ecpivalent of a 
head-on collision with a brick wall, 

Over the next 30 years, Amadie underwent several surgeries as well as regular cor- 
tisone ir\jections in both Iiands. He also continued practicing, for hours per day — but 
onlyin his head, not at the keyboard. ‘Tfow do you leom when you can^ practice?! 
play in my head When you're young and you need an answer. you go to somebody else. 
When I need tolearn something. I go to myself” 

Heolso turned to teaching, writing two books on his methodsfJazz/mprat'. ffoutTb 
Play It and Tkach It! and Harmonic Foundation for Jazz&I\)pulaTMaac)tha\. are 
still in use texiay. Students who have passed through his house include guitar great 
Kurt Rosenwinkel. panist/producer John di Martino and Danny Miller, Gcecutive pro- 
ducerfor NPR’s Fms/i Air. 

It was Miller who encouraged Amadie to begin recendin gin the mid- *905, when he 
had reached a point where he could play for up toft ve minutes at a time. “They oper- 
ated on my hands seven or eight times, and they helped me tn heal."Amadiesays.“So 
Fm 60 years old and I realize thatifl diedtoday.nobody would know who I am. That's 
when I started to record," 

The 13 songs on Amadie's solo debut CD, Aiiuays WifAAfe, were recorded at 16-week 
intervals.grving his hands the months in between each tracktohealAfterasecond 
solo release, he felt the urge to collaborate and set his mind to recording a trio album. 
But he did it the hard way, performing his parts the same way as he had his solo ses- 
sions, then handing the tapes to his rhythm section to matdi. 

“It sounded bke a drallenge.'drummerBill Goodwin told me in 2007. Those become 
fewer and morefar between as you getolder.lt was hard to do. but Jimmy's such a

courageous guy. Most normal people 
would give up, but he has this pas- 
sion to play. He’s a real bobop piano 
player in the tradition ofBud Powell 
and Red Garland, Tommy Flanagan, 
Hank Jones. There are very few of 
those left anymore." 

Amadie discovered Goodwin and 
bassist Steve Gilmore (and, later, 
Tony Merino) as sax legend Phil 
Woods' rhythm section and real- 
ized that if they worked for Woods, 
they'd likely be able to handle 
any challenge. Woods appeared 
on Amadie's fourth and fifth 
fllhumx , which would be the last he 
recorded in this time-consuming, 
unconventional fashion. For The 
Philadelphia StoryiThe Gospel As 
V/e Know ft, which featured saxo- 
phonists Benny Golson and Lew 
Tabackin and trumpeter Randy 
Brockcr, Amadie took his ensemble 
into the studio, the first time he'd 
boon able to interact with other 
musicians in nearly 40 years. 

"After I did that album, "Amadie 
told me,*! figured 1 cant play better 


than that. ] saidtoGod.Tcandiein 
pence. 'Then I had a minor surgery, 
they saw something on a film that 
wasnt right , and to make a long 
stoiy short I found out I had lung 
cancer I can't tell you how devas- 
tated I was, because after all these 
years to feel so good about playing, 

1 just couldn't believe that I could 
wind up with something else. I went 
crazy. I had to take it back." 

Through his ongoing struggle 
with the disease, Amadie recorded 
Kindred Spirits with Lovano, Konitz 
andThbackin, and finally threw 
caution to the wind and recorded the 
trio album Something Special, not 

of a horn solo. 

During that earlier session, 
Lovano said that Amadie's condition

had no impact on the musicianship involved. "He’s playing his ideas and he’s playing 
with his personal feeling. If you're having a physical problem and you fight it, then 
there’s going to be moments ofunauronoss. But Jimmy plays with a beautiful Dow. He's 
not fighting anything. His ideas are coming out and he’s playing with a lot of feeling." 

"I write for good bands," Amadie told me during our first meeting, "1 don’t write for 
problems." 

Following the strain of recording the trio album with a live concert may not be the 
best idea hum a strictly physical standpoint, but Amadie has never been one to allow 
harsh realities to stand in his way He does, however, concede that how and what be 
plays will be determined by his condition on the day "I'm not gonna show the piano 
how tough I am, "he says. Tie’s too big. He's gonna kick the shit out of me. But I know 
that when I go to the piano and play one note, you're not going to hear that one note 
unless I'm playing." 


A Amadie's wife, Lucille, has kept their house filled with artwork, 
and he pauses a moment to consider some of the paintings that 
surround him . “Five guys might have a brushstroke," he contin- 
ues, 'ftiut as soon as Rembraiidt makes a brushstroke it's difi'er- 
ent. It's the same way when 1 hoar Hank Jones play one note. 
It's his signature, his touch. I want to feel that when I sit down 
at the piano, 1 know what elegance is 1 can bear the touch, I can 
hear the sound, I con hoar the harmony, 1 can hear the theoreti- 
cal concept, I can hoar (he rhythmic concept, I can hear all these elements, yet when 
I'm sitting down Tmiust trying to make music." 

Looking forward to the long-awaited concert .Amadie says, "All I want to bo is what 
I am.I want to be able to play and express myself the best I can musically You're not 
responsible for how you're bom, where you came from, you cant pick the health con- 
dition with which you live, you can't pick whoa you want to die. You've got to try to 
take where you are and improve and move on from that." 

Amadie is allowing himself to look slightly over the horizon, to hope that this per- 
formance will not be a once-in-a-lifetime event for him or for his audience. But he's 
prepared to play as if it is. 

“This is the best time of my life," he says. "It took a long time to get here. All Tve 
ever done is idiink about playing, and now I get a chance to come full drcle. I don't 
want to survive anymore. I want to fucking win."

CRUEL SUMMER 


> ITS AUGUST IN Osage County, Okluhomn — 
hotter than hell and. for the Weston clan, twice 
as horrible. Although the patriarch, Beverly (a 
poet and college professor), and his wife, Violet 
(who is anything but shrinking), have been 
married for decades, their existence is plagued 
by drug addiction (her), alcoholism (him), and 
whatTennesseeWilHams would call “deliberate 
cruelty.”Then there are the Westons' three adult 
daughters, miseiy cases all. Tracy Letts' extraor- 
dinary play is the bladcest comedy I’ve seen in 
years. It’s alsotbe funniest. August: Osage 
County is not for the faint of heart (nor, with 
its paint-peeling language and sexual themes, 
for children) — but this fine production at the 
Arden Theatre Co. is hig)dy recommended 
for anyone who wants to rejoice in the creative 
energy of American theater, 
m never forget my introduction to Atcgust on 
Broadway- The play, which premiered brilliantly 
at Chicago's SteppenwolfTheatre, was imported 
to New York and on the verge of opening when 
a stagehand strike threatened to close the 
show before it even began. The crisis was nar- 
rowly averted, and surely that resurrection lent 
additional glumcur to those first performances. 
Nonetheless, the palpable sense of audience 
enthusiasm was something very special. The 
final moments of Act 2, a virtuoso family dirmer 
scene, were greeted with cheers — and just as the 
li^ts dimmed for Act 3, there was more cheering 
still. Here was an audience that has already been 
sitting for two hours — and cxruld scarcely wait to 
see what the final hour would bring. 

August captured the 20(% Pulitzer Prize and 
five mroarlbnys, but there were naysayers. Tb 
be fair. Letts’script isn't flawless, If we take as 
points ofcomparison Cot on a /fot Tin Roof tind 
Long Day 'a Journey Into Night, two very dif- 
ferent plays that might be seen as influences, 
Aaguat lacks someoftheir grand vision, A couple 
of poetic reveries about America feel stilted and 
overreaching. On the other hand, the very fact 
that we're making comparisons with two of the 
greatest works of the 20th century should tel! 


you something. At a time when 
new plays were shrinkingto 90- 
minute, four-character micni- 
dramas. Letts delivered a rivet- 
ing. fully orchestrated, three- 
act. 13-character saga where 
everyone has an individual 
voice. More than anything else, 
the cheers I heard that night 
in New York recognized the 
sheer power and jdeasure we'd 
almost forgotten could be part 
of the pl^-going experience. 
And Lettsunerringlycaptures 
the collision of love and hate 
that colors family relationshipa 
through many generations, 

Of course, for all those reasons 
and more. August is not easy 
to do. The Arden and direc- 
tor Terry Nolen have clearly 
lavished love and significant 
resources on the project, and 
itshows.August is beautifully 
designed and staged (and how 
wonderful to see this large 
piece in a relative^ intimate 
space!), and, most importantly, 
the ensemble of actors is a 
veritable who's-who of Philly’s 
finest. Even among these A-bst- 
ers. a few performers should be 
singled out. Mary Martello, Paid 
No Ian. Anthony Lawton and 
Charlie DelMarcelle — they 
are as good as good gets, (May 
I just say how ludiy we ore to 
have Martello, who goes from 
strength to strength, on our 
stages?) As Violet and Barbara, 
we have two fine actresses 
— Carla Belverand Grace 
Gonglewski — who are translu- 
cently vulnerable in everything 
they do. This has a mixed effect 
here: In the plus column, it 
deepens the sense of human- 
ness at tbe heart ol August, 
but it also reins in some of the 
viciousness tbe play calls for. 

In general, as accomplished 
asNolenb production is, there’s 
an element of sheer outrageou-s- 
ness that's not quite there yet.

So it was with great trepidation I entered Rod Kings, sandwiched 
on Race between pastry and beuu^ supply shops. This unas- 
suming storefront looks no different ftnm itsneighboni: crimson 
awning, neon ‘open" sign, posters of bubble tea and dumi^ings 
tackedto the plate-glass window. But what would await on the 
other side of the door? Moving Chinese cooking or sweet, sticky 


slop? The lady or the tiger? 

I knew the answer when the spunky waitress gently rebuffed my 
order for kungpao&tgi'rm sorry, no fn® right now” She pointed 
down the street.The frog store is closed already." 

My hopes for kungpao Kermit were dashed, but my hopes for 
Red Kings were heartened. Buying Uve frags to onjerfrom the 
Chinese fishmonger down the street says something about the res- 
taurant’s commitment to frashness. And that's noeasy task with 
a menu of Kings’ length; there are 202 items, an encyclopedia of 
Cantonese. Shanghainese. Sichuan and Thai recipes. Navigating 
thetome takes time, but the cheerful staffis patient. Our frog- 
denying waitress lavished us with attention, taking the group 
through a verbal tour of her favorites.

Sreen onions pookud llirough the translucent layers like 
flower petals pressed between pnrehmont paper. Double 
orders of thin-skinned soup buns arrived in stacked bam- 
boo steamers, unveiled by our server with a poof of Ira- 
frant vapor. They wobbled like water beds, each cradling 
a tablespoon or so of heady pork broth released with a 
well-placed nibble, or unleashed with a carelessly placed 
one. Anointed with a moutlt-puckering dribble of black 
vin^ar, each little orb of pork inside the buns rang like a 
church bell. 

Fm guessing the vinegar was CTiinkiang, the preferred 
xiaolongfaao brand, but I can’t say for sure, since Red 
EGngs' mysterious owner clammed up like a suspect under 
questioning, declining to be interviewed for this review. 
You think Hop Sing Laundromat’s Lie is Chinatown’s 
cagiest character? Just try getting a hold of this guy. I 
think ho tlioughl I was Irying to sell him sorauthing, when 
all 1 wanted to know was how he gets the chilled, chili vin- 
aigrette-kissed beef tendon so thin it looks like shavings 
of Pecorino (with a moat alicer?) and if cilantro is a tradi- 
tional accent or something ho (brilliantly) came up with. 

If be is reading, call mo, man. I’m still curious about 
the cuts of cow mingling with chewy udon noodles and 
perfectly poached egg in the i>eef “casserole" (more a hot 
pot, and chuck, brisket and tendon by my best estima- 
tion, all buttery tender) and the exact t3rpe of tea used to 
perfume the Eialf duck, wliich after smokingis deavered 
into strips of firm, floral meat lined with jellied fat that 
peeled off like banana skins. 

He might not be happy to hear all my questions. like 
why the tame heat in the otherwise tasty sesame noodles 
wrjth minced pork? It would be lucky to earn a 2 on the 
Han Dynasty scale. And what was up with the leathery 
strips of spare rib inside puffed-up salt-baked crusts? 

A Ccld trip to the salt-baked sorcerers al Shiao Lan 
Kuog is probably in order. Most of tho food at Rod Klng.i, 
though, I loved, and the welcoming servers compensated 
for their recalcitrant boas. Dining somewhere new in 
Chinatown isn't without peril, but Rod Kings proved 
worth the risk. Kungpaofrog, I’m coming back for you.
